IS LIFE GROWING LONGER? 


‘Pho mean age of the memburs of the 
Sacred Uollege is about eighty, and yet not 
one of the Ourdinals displays any of the 
mentul falterings which are supposed to be 
incideat to such advanted years, and to 
precludy, save in éxcaptional cases, a con- 
tinuancs of usefulness and activity in dis- 
chargoof their public funstions. It might bo 
supposed, perhaps, that there is something 
in the Italian method of life which tends to 
prolong activity beyond the average limit 
in other countries, But. the fact is that 
Ttaly is not particularly favored in this 
respect. Taking the whole number of 
[talians, the percentage of those over six«y 
is just 7, against 7.7 io Germany, 7 & in 
Sweden, 8 in England 8.6 in Brazil, 99 
in Belgium and 12 in France. 

The life insurance companies have made 
of the question of longevity almost a de- 
ter eained science, with an ample array of 
fGiguresand roles. Accurding to these the 
avetiige man who has reached the age of 
sixty hes still a littla les, and the average 
woman who has reached the aye of sixty a 
little more, than fourteen yeara to live, 
But theexpectation of life dues not relative. 
ly diminish with the advanca of years, for 
at eighty the man’s chance is somawhat less 
and thy woman’s'somewh.t more than five 
and ahalf yearé. According to the English 
standards the persons whe live longest are 
the clergy, while in other pursuits lon- 
yevity ranks ix tho following order: 
Farmers, merchants, soldiers, clorks, toach- 
ers and physicians. The death rate among 
the clurgy of the Established Ohurch of 
Baygland is exceptionally low, being, in the 
years of active olerical service, only ten in 
one thousand of population, whereas that 
of the Euglish Catholic clergy is 60 per cvat 
higher. 

The gures of the insurance companies, 
which ste aniple regarding every p int in- 
volved, ahow that, the age of fifty passed, 
the expectation of life ia more than twice 
as gtest fur the temperate as for the in- 
ebriate, the proportion being as seven to 
three, The proportiouof the rich as com- 
pared with poor, over soventy, is about 
four te one, and it is generally higher 
among women than aniong men. 

Thu nervous, exciting, restless life of 
most Americans is not conducive to ex- 
treme luaygevity, and the steadily large im- 
migration of those who have reached the 
years of manhvod in other lands as emi- 
grants tends tu greatly reduce the standard 
of longevity in this country; but the tables 
of Anvrican insurance companies show that 
it ie steadily rising. Should this increaso 
continue, it will not be maty years before 
the rate here will compare favorably wilh 
what long experience and repeated proof 
have shown to be the normal rate in other 
landa.--N. Y. Sun.

“Phe fact that a man haa taken the degree 
of Hsiu Te'ai, doesnot release fiim from the 
necossity of stodying. On thw euntrary, 
this is called ‘outering school,’ ad the 
graduate ia required to present himself at 
cach triennial examination, to compete for 
the next step in the scale of honors, that of 
Ling Sheng Heiu Te’ai. The number of 
graduates who can attain the rank of Ling 
Sheng in any om year is limited. In a 
district which ginduatcs seventeen Haiu 


Sheng graduates passed ata tima. Thore 
are, huwever, extriexamiuations, as already 
uxplained, in cass of the accensiun of ari 
Emperor, &, and when o vacancy in the 
fixed nuniber takes place through death, on 
additional candidato is allowed w pras to fill 
the place, - A Hoiu Ts’ai is not allowed in 
decline the examination morely on account 
of the improbability of hia passing it ; on 
the contmry, evety graduate is required to 
compete as uften as examinations uccur. 
This is the :theory, but us a matter of fact, 
the payment of about a dollar anda hulf 
to the underlings uf the Superintenieat of 
instruction for the district will ensble tho 
candidate to have an entry oppusito his 
name, signifying that he is ‘ incapacitated 
by illnees,’ or is ‘nob ab home.’ But after 
the graduate hos been examined ton Limes, 
and has persisteutly failed to show any 
capacity for further advance, he is excused 
from examination thereafter, and hia name 


isdropped. At those examinations, the can- 
didates ore dividel into Four olasses accord- 
ing to the respective merits of thoir essays, 
If any candidate faila to get into the firat 
three classes, he is regarded as having fur- 
feited his title to the grade of Haiu Ts‘ai, 
and ho loses his rank as euch, unless the 
Chancoblor can be prevailed upon to excuse 
his ‘rotten scholarship,’ and give the un- 


fortunate studeutavothor trial. Hence the 
proverb, ‘The Hau Ts’ai dreads the fourth 
The Ling Sheng is entitled to a 
small allowance cf about $10 a year, frou 
the government, to assist him in the prose- 
cution of his atudiea, though the omount 
can hardly be regarded as proporticned to 
the difficulty of attaining the rank which 
alone is entitled to recvive this meagre 
help. 

The Ling Sheng gradu ites are required 
to compete at the triennial examinations,

can eutor this cank at one examination 
unless there,stiould be a special vacancy. 
There avo. fire vérieties of Kung Sheng, 
according to thy time at which and the con- 
ditions ander which they have graduated. 
Thess acholara do not, like the Liny 
Sheng, act as bondsmen for undergra- 
duates, nor do they tike them have an 
allowance. They are parmitted to weara 
semi-official robe, and are addreesed by a 
title of respect, but in a pecuniary point of 
view their honom are empty ones, unless 
they secure the place of Superintendent of 
Iustruction, which must, however, be in 
ape district other than their own The 
Kung Sheng ond the Heiu Ts’ai are at 
opposite ends of one division of “the 
long educations! road. The former is 
regarded as a schnol-boy, and tho latter is 
for the lirat tien man, and need be ex- 
arnined no, moro, unless he chooses to com- 
pete for the rauk of Selected Man, (Chit 
Jun) an examination which has intricacivs 
and perils of its own. ‘The Heiu Ts'ai’, 
says the proverb, ‘must have taln', but 
the Chit Jén mut have fate’, that is, nu 
amount of talent, by itself, will suttice to 
win this higher nk, onleas the fotos are 
on one’s aide, a proposition which we are 
prepared té bolieve, from what has already 
been sedn of the lower grades of scholar. 
ship. At any part of the- long process 
which we have duscribed, it is possible te be- 
come @ candidats for honors above, by pur- 
obusing those below. ‘A man of real talent, 
studivusly inclined, might fur example buy 
tho r.nk of LingSheng, and then with a pre- 
ceptor of his own, and great diligence, be- 
comea Kung Sheng, 5 Ohi Jen, and per- 
haps at last on otticial, skipping all the 
tedious lower steps. Tho taint of having 
climbed over tho wall, instead of ontering 
by the etraight ond narrow way, would 
do .btless cling to him forever, but thie 
circum tance weyld probably not interfere 
with bis equ nimity, so long as itdid not 
diminish his profits, As a matter of ex- 
perience, however, it is probablu that it 
weuld be more sorth while to buyan office 
ontright, rather than to enter .thefeld, by 
the cireuitous route of a combination uf 
purchase and exami ations The office of 
Superintendontof Instruction, is consider- 
ed avery desirable one, since the duties are 
light, and the income consideratle. This 
income atises partly from a large tract of

Thesv 
motives, like all others inhuman experience 
are mixel, but at the basco of thew. ull, is a 
desire for fare and for power. The range 
of torritery whic any ispirant. for literary 
honora in China must uxpect Lo traverse, is, 
as we havosgen, coutineutal..Inurdertohave: 
any hopvof success, he muat be acquainted 
with ovuty square inch of it, and must be 
prepared to sink an atteian well from any 
givon puint to any given depth, To the 
ducated peasant, whose whole being is 
impregaated with w blind reapoot for learn- 
ing, amouiting at times to a kind of 
idolatry, such knowladgo as this seems an 
almost supernatural acquirement, and 
inspires nll the raverencs of which ho is 
capably. Wealth and official position may 
be gainol ina day end lost in a day, but 
learning is regarded as a permanent 
possessim.. The thought of the estimate 
in whioh they will. be held for the whole 
term of their lives, is 8 powerful stimulus 
to scholsrs of ambiciun, even under the 
greatest discouragements. Another allied 
motive, for struggling tu obtain a ‘name’ 
is the hopu of beiny ably by meaus of tho 
prestige thus gained, to get one’s living, at 
the expenae of uthers wore ignorant, No 
country offers a batter field for such an 
enterprite than China. Unbounded respect 
for leaming couxists with unbou ded 
ignorance, ani the experienced litorary 
inan knvws how to turm each’ of these 
elements to the very best account. In all 
landa aud in all ages, the man who is 
possessed with what is vulgarly termed 
the ‘gift. of the gab’, is able to make his 
own way, andin China he carries every- 
thing Wwfore him.  Thure could scarcely 
be a better exemplification of what the 
Chineso saying calls ‘superiority to those 
below, oud inferiority to those above,” than, 
tne position of the Hsia Ts'ai. While he 
is luoked upon by the vulgar herd in the 
light we have described, by the educated 
clusses above him he is regarded as we 
have sooften termed him, as a echoulboy 
who ig oot yet even an achovol. The popu- 
lac dictum avers that though the whole 
body of Hsiu Te’ai should attempt to stort 
a rebellion, and should be left audisturbed 
in the effort for three yoors, tho result 
would be failure, albot this proverb finds 


no support in the history of the great Tai- 
ping rebellion, which originated with a 
discunknted undergraduate who was exas- 
perated at his repeated failures to get hie 
talent recoguized. t often happens that 
mere boys of fifteen or thereabout take the 
degree of Haiu Ts’ai. This is proverbially 
aureat misfortune to the recipient uf the 
degree, Who unconsciously and in spite of 
himself becomes inflated with pride at the 
sudden succeas upon which he has, pul 

haps, merely stumbled, Ho regards hie 
fellow students, nay, even his preceptor, 
and porhaps bis own father and gtand- 
father, a8 persons of inferior talents, be- 
cause they never touk a degree, which he 
himself curried off of the very firat or 
the second trial, Literary examinations, 
as. we bave abundantly seen, are like 
the gaumo~ of backgammon, an equal 
mixtaro of skill aud fuck, bat the 
young graduate casily comes to regard 
the luck as due to tho skill, and thus bo- 
comes filled tw the full of that intellectual 
pride which is one of the greatest barriers 
to the national progress of China. No- 
thing is more: smusing than to watch the 
firatcontact of two youny literary graduates, 
each snspiciuus of the other, and each de~ 
Sirous to triumph at the expense of the 
other, like a couple of game-cocka hoping to 
win their spurs. Every youth of this sort, ia 
himself an abridged edition of the race 
to whish he belongs, and it is only by 
a patioat atudy of the causes to which his 
develupment is due that we shall be abo 
te comprehend the genesis of that formid- 
able body known aa ‘tho Literati of China’, 
Many of the details which havy boon given, 
are doubtless inaccurate a2 -applied to ali 
places, for there 12 the greatest diversity in 
vbe general unity of Chinese customs; at the 
same time, eaca detail is true in iteelf, and 
the combined impression, is not, wa hope, 
inaccurate, It ia by such attention to the 
place of the village achool, and its resultant 
furcea, that we may bs able to understand 
uot only the forces which have helped to 
make China what it is, but likewiae those 


which may in tiwe be utilized to render it | 


more worthy of the future to which it seeme 
destined.

cation unless 11 alse is lost.
